This 
resumption of polemics ( although Khrushchev still uses the "seme people" 
euphemism rather than calling tl? Chinese by narr.e ) tends to bear out 
recent reports" that Khrushchev may be tiring of turning the other cheek 
to the Chinese. It may reflect, zco, the kind of arguments he was
